Thtir  auimu'ed  countenances  present 
the  observer  a  strong;  assurance  that  in  future 
time  they  will  lichly  repay  to  so'  iety  all  that 
I  is  now  expended  on  th(  ni.  It  is  to  be  rcg'rcTted, 
however,  that  there  exists  among^  too  many  n 
perfect  indlf’erence  as  to  whether  tlicir  sons 
are  educated  or  not.  S-.me  vicious  parents  can 
h.ardly  be  expected  to  look  with  attention  to  the 
benefit  of  tlieir  offsprinp^.  In  tliis  state  of  things 
the  active  exertions  of  the  benevolent,  come 
into  most  powerful  operation.  "We  understand 
the  schools  in  our  city  are  not  full.  Manv  more 
micht  be  accomodated  than  :»ltcnd.

Church  at  Cambridge. — Tbe  Com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  carry  into  cil'ect 
tlie  resolution  of  the  last  Annual  Con¬ 
vention  of  tbe  Protestant  Ejiiscopal 
Cburcli  it)  the  State  of  Mas.sacliuscits, 
relative  lo  the  Cliurcli  in  Cambridge, 
beg  leave  to  report.  That  liaving  receiv¬ 
ed  an  oilkial  notification  of  tlicir 
appointment  Irom  tlic  Secretary  of 
the  (’onvenlioii  the  2.2d  June,  they 
proceeded  as  speedily  as  possible  to 
take  the  subject  submitted  to  them 
under  coiisideralion.  1'  or  this  purpose 
they  held  ibcir  first  meeting  on  16tb 
July,  anti  continued  the  same  by 
adjournment  lo  the  19lh,  at  which 
time  u  cammniiication  to  tbe  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Harvard  University  was  agreed 
upon  and  sent,  lo  this,  in  conse 
quence  of  unavoidable  delays,  they' 
received  no  answer  till  the  Oib  of 
^November,  lB2d,  which  occasioned 


a  meeting  on  the  16th  of  that  month 
and  another  on  the  18th.  At  this  las' 
a  Circular  was  adopted,  and  ordered 
to  be  published  in  the  Gospel  Advo¬ 
cate,  as  well  as  to  be  circulated  se¬ 
parately  in  connexion  with  a  subscrip¬ 
tion  paper.  A  copy  of  that  Circular, 
embracing  a  summary  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  proceedings,  they  herewith 
present,  and  desire  that  it  may  he  con¬ 
sidered  as  part  of  their  report.  From 
this  time  till  June,  1825,  the  Commit¬ 
tee  were  engaged  in  obtaining  sub¬ 
scriptions  in  Camliridge,  Newburypoit, 
and  Hoslon,  and  they  have  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  to  slate  that  the  sum  of  llirce  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  has  been  subscribed,  and 
that  they  have  authorized  the  Wardens 
ol  Christ  Church,  Cambridge,  to  take 
orders  for  the  repairing  and  finishing 
ol  the  said  Clinrcb,  and  to  draw  upon 
their  Treasurer  for  the  expenses 
llicrcof,  not  exceeding  that  sum.  Tlie 
Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  in¬ 
form  the  Convention  that  many  gen¬ 
tlemen  have  not  been  called  upon, 
who  have  expressed  with  nuich  liberali¬ 
ty  their  willingness  to  aid  the  Church 
at  Cambridge,  but  who  are  desirous  of 
iloi.ig  it  in  some  other  form  than  that 
ol  fiiiisliiiig  and  repairing  the  edifice. 
In  conscqnenee  of  this  suggestion  the 
Coiiiniiitee  llionght  it  right  lo  jirovide 
that  the  sni  jilus,  should  any  remain  over 
and  above  the  amount  reipiirod  for  the 
building,  should  be  paid  by  them  to 
the  Trustees  of  Donations  to  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  Clinrcb,  to  beheld 
in  trust  by  tliat  body,  for  the  better 
support  of  the  Rector. 

On  rcncction,  however,  it  seemed 
to  the  Committee  that  in  doing  this 
they  would  exceed  the  power  vested 
in  them  by  the  Convciitloii.  'J’liey 
determined  therefore  to  report  tlicir 
proceedings  as  far  as  they  liad  gone, 
and  to  ask  for  the  appointment  of  a 
new  C'ommiucc,  with  special  power 
to  receive  whatever  sums  the  |>ious 
and  liberal  members  of  our  Church 
may  think  proper  lo  bestow  for  the 
better  support  of  a  C’lergyman  at 
Cambridge,  and  to  pay  over  tbe  sum 
t(^  the  Treasurer  of  the  'I’lustccs  of 
Donations,  that  they  may  be  for  ever 
applied  to  the  use  aloresaid,  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  true  intent  and  purpose  ol 
the  donors.

A  gentleman,  from  \  irgiiiia,  applied  at 
the  ofllcoofthe  Baliimore  llaytian  Kmigi'.i- 
tion  Society,  on  the  2  1th  ult.  for  informa¬ 
tion  re.specting  the  iiropricty  and  practica¬ 
bility  of  sending  a  large  numher  of  slaves  to 
the  ilepuiilic  ofllayti.  After  he  had  re¬ 
ceived,  from  tlie  Agent,  a  statmnent  of  the 
present  situation  of  things,  lelativi?  to  the 
emigration  of  our  coloured  people  to  that 
Island,  he  requested  assistance  in  procuring 
a  vessel  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 
1'his  was  cheerfully  complied  with ;  ami 
the  next  day  a  contract  was  closed,  with  a 
ship  owner,  to  take  out  FKiiri’V-EHilUr 
SliAVFS,  all  belonging  lo  the  gentleman 
aforesaid,  the  price  of  whose  passage  he  pays 
himself,  and  for  the  use  of  whom,  he  also, 
pnrcliused  Agricultural  implements  in  this 
citv,  to  the  value  of  o/ic  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  !

Office  of  the  Colonizatioii  Society, 
June  27,  1825. 

Tbe  Board  of  I\Ianagcrs  of  the 
American  Colonization  Society  have 
the  pleasure  to  announce  to  the  public, 
that  the  late  accounts  from  Liberia,  by 
the  Hunter,  represent  ibeir  colony  lo 
be  in  very^  prosperous  circumstances. 
It  cannot  fail  to  gratify  the  friends  of 
this  cause  to  learn,  that  the  colonists 
continue  enjoy  excellent  health,  and 
arc  highly  spoken  of  by  the  Agent,  as 


industrious  and  enterprising.  During 
the  past  year,  they  have  made  very- 
considerable  and  important  improve¬ 
ments  in  building,  and  in  clearing  and 
enclosing  land.  Their  schools  are  also 
flourishing.  In  short,  more  than  the 
most  sanguine  members  of  the  Board 
had  ventured  to  anticipate,  has  been  al¬ 
ready  realized.  When  we  review  the 
many  discouragements  and  difliculties, 
aguiu.sl  which  wc  have  struggled  from 
the  very  commencement  of  our  labours, 
and  tbe  almost  imprceedcnled  success 
which  has,  notwitlistandiug,  crowned 
our  humble  ellorts,  we  are  animated  to 
look  forward  to  the  certain  aud  com¬ 
plete  accomplishment  of  all  our  hopes. 
Vet  it  is  not  to  be  denied  that  wc  have 
still  much  to  encounter.  Those  who 
have  alreadv  been  sent  out  to  Africa 
are  iu  want  of  many-  articles  which  arc 
necessary'  to  tlieir  comfort,  and  almost 
indispensable  to  their  bealtb.  For  a 
supply  of  these  articles  they  look  to 
this  Board,  and  we  have  exhausted  our 
funds.  There  arc  buudreds  more  who 
are  ready,  anxious  lo  join  their  brethern 
in  the  land  of  their  falhcrs,  but  we 
have  scarce  a  dollar  in  our  treasury  to 
furnish  them  the  means  of  transporta¬ 
tion.  We  trust,  however,  that  it  is 
necessary'  only  to  make  our  situation 
known  lo  an  enlightened,  benevolent, 
and  liberal  public,  lo  secure  their  efii- 
cieut  aid.  NVe  publish,  ihcicforc,  our 
intculion  of  sending  out  early  in  tlic 
fall  a  vessel  lo  carry  emigrants  and  sup¬ 
plies  to  Liberia,  aud  apply  with  cordi- 
deiice  lo  our  friends  throughout  our 
country  for  means  to  accomplish  our 
design. 

Is  it  necessary  to  add  another  word  ^ 
That  vast  advantages  would  result  to 
this  country  from  the  colonization  in 
Africa  of  the  free  people  of  colour, 
among  us,  if  such  an  event  could  be 
brought  about,  no  one  has  ever  denied. 
Tliat  such  a  measure  is  practicable,  no 
one  can  now  entertain  a  reasonable 
doubt.  Tbe  experiment  has  been  made 
and  tbe  success  of  it  has  exceeded 
even  our  warmest  hopes.  A  colony  is 
planted  in  Africa,  and,  when  the  means 
are  compared  with  tbe  object,  is  flourish¬ 
ing  beyond  example.  Shall  this  colony 
perish  ^  Shall  ibis  noble  cnlerjirise  be 
foiled  f  Tlie  anniversary  of  our  iiidc- 
pendeiice  is  at  band.  Every  heart  is 
exulting  iu  the  blessings  which  result 
from  our  free  and  happy  insliliilions. 
Is  there  an  American  citizen  who  will 
not,  under  these  circumstances  and 
when  the  subject  is  brought  to  his  view, 
feel  deeply  for  injured  and  berdglited 
.Al'lica  f  Our  appeal  will  not.  cannot 
he  resisted.  With  the  utmost  confi¬ 
dence  that  we  shall  not  he  disapioiiited 
in  our  expectations,  we  leave  our  cause 
with  the  peo[)lc  ol  the  L  nlletl  States.

MUTUAL  OOVENAIXT 

OF 

PLINY  FISK  AND  LEVI  PARSONS. 

Fioni  a  Mciiinir  of  the  latter,  htv  ly  piiblUhiAl. 

“Salem,  Nov.  6,  1818. — Set  apart 
tills  dav,  agreeably  lo  appointment, 
for  the  purpose  of  a  more  particular 
examination  ofour  duly.  After  jirayer 
and  confession  of  our  sins,  the  subject 
of  a  mutual  and  private  dedication  of 
ourselves  to  the  work  assigned  us  was 
introduced  and  considered.  Many 
advaiitac^es,  it  was  supposed,  might  be 
derived  from  a  formal  conseration  lo 
this  mission.  It  may'  remind  ns  more 
frequently  that  tbe  vows  of  the  Lord 
are  upon  us;  it  may  be  of  use  in  some 
seasons  of  trial,  in  some  expected  alTlic- 
tioM  to  which  tliis  work  must  expose 
us.  After  mature  reflection,  and  (vve 
would  liope)  after  imploring  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  tbe  Holy  Spirit,  we  clicerliilly 
agreed  to  subscribe  our  names  to  the 
following  covenant : 

“  As  Christians,  as  ministers,  and  as 
missionaries,  wc  have  been  separately 
I  consecrated  lo  God  ;  we  do  now  in  a 
united  capacity,  not  as  an  unmeaning 
ceremony,  but  with  sincerity  of  heart, 
and  with  earnest  prayer  for  divine 
assistance,  give  ourselves  lo  each 
other.  We  enter  into  a  holy  covenant, 
by  which  wc  engage,  with  divine 
assistance,  to  keep  ourselves  from  every 
eniploymeiil  wliieh  may  impede  our 
progress  in  the  work,  lo  which  we  arc 
sacredly  devoted. — We  arc  to  live  in 
love ;  to  maintain  the  most  jierfecl 
harmony  of  feeling,  of  design,  and  of 
operation  ;  lo  unite  our  strength,  our 
talents,  and  our  influence,  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  the  heathen.  Wc  give 
ourselves  to  each  other  in  all  our  private 
duties,  engaging  to  nia’xe  each  other’s 
interests  our  own  at  the  throne  of 
grace,  and  to  strive  together  for  high 
attainments  in  piety,  for  entire  devoted - 
ness  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  for  pure 
affections,  for  an  humble  walk  with 
God.  For  this  purpose  we  will  en¬ 
deavor  to  subdue  every  unhallowed, 


every  ambitious  desire,  remembering 
that  lie  who  would  be  the  greatest, 
must  be  the  least  of  al|.  In  all  things 
vve  are  to  be  equal. 

“  We  give  ourselves  to  each  other 
in  the  public  duties  of  our  office,  uniting 
eur  exertions  and  our  counsels  for  the 
extension  of  the  Gospel  of  peace, 
endeavouring  to  be  an  example  to  tlic 
lieallien,  iu  every  good  work;  and  by 
a  holy,  humble,  and  amiable  depart¬ 
ment,  to  win  them  lo  the  truth,  as  it  h 
in  Jesus. 

“  We  w'ill  never  separate,  unless 
duty  very  evidently  require  it;  and 
tlum  it  must  be  by  mutual  counsel,  and 
vviili  (>bristian  attachment. 

“  We  give  ourselves  lo  each  other 
in  all  our  aJJUctions,  temptations,  and 
persecutions,  having  our  hearts  knit 
together  as  one  man,  and  performing 
all  the  duties  of  Cliristians  aud  friends. 

“And  vvliile  vve  take  this  covenant 
upon  ourselves,  it  is  with  earnest  prayer, 
that  in  life  v.e  may  long  be  united,  and 
iu  death  not  far  divided.

Now,  in  order  to  guard  against  these 
extremes,  equally  destructive  lo  those 
who  embraced  them,  the  inspired 
writers  have  been  careful  to  give  good 
works,  as  well  as  faith,  their  proper 
place  in  the  covenant  of  grace.  Whilo 
they  uniformly  inaiutain,  that  as  sinners 
we  can  only  be  justified  by  faith  in  the 
blood  of  Christ,  they  as  uniformly 
insist,  that  the  faith  which  justifies 
produces  good  works  as  its  natural 
iruil.  And,  further,  llial  as  sinners  we 
are  justified  by  faith  now  ;  as  saints  wo 
shall  be  justified  by  works  in  the  “  day 
of  Ciirisi” — “  By  tliy  words  thou  shah 
be  justified,  and  by  thy  words  thou 
shall  be  condemned.”  To  them  who 
by  patient  continuance  in  well-doing, 
seek  for  glory,  honour,  and  immortality, 
will  be  given  “  eternal  life.”
